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(54) DEODORANT AND DEODORIZING SPRAY 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To improve deodorizing ability by incorporating one or more org. acids selected from 
among L-tartaric acid, maleic acid, succinic acid, malic acid, citric acid and lactic acid, glyoxal 
and a surfactant in a deodorant wherein an extract obtd. from a plant is an active ingredient. 
CONSTITUTION: The title deodorant is a deodorant wherein an extract obtd. from a plant is an 
active ingredient and one or more org. acids selected from among L-tartaric acid, maleic acid, 
succinic acid, malic acid, citric acid and lactic acid, glyoxal and a surfactant are incorporated 
therein. As a raw material plant of the deodorant, a wood sorrel, Saururaceae, a Japanese 
hemlock, a maidenhair tree, a Japanese black pine, a Japanese red pine, a paulownia, a holly, a 
devilwood, a lilac, a fragrant olive, a butterbur, a Japanese silver leaf, a forsythia, etc., can be 
used. It is thereby possible to obtain a deodorant exhibiting a high deodorizing ability to all the 
odors and such ling-term stability that generates no change in color hue, no formation of 
precipitate, no deterioration of deodorizing ability, etc., even allowed to stand for a long time. 
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
